ARRY HILL WON “FRENCHY 
BELANGER CHAMPIONSHIP 
-v 

MONTREAL, Que.—Harry — Hill, 
former English boxer, wrested the 
Canadian flyweight championship from 
Frenchy Belanger, of Toronto, here 
tonight when he took a 10-round de- 
cision from the Queen City battler. 
On the same card, Leo “Kid” Roy, of 
Montreal, Canadian , featherweight 
champion, lost on a foul in the ninth 
round to Jackie Cohen, of New York, 
in a non-titular bout. 

Boxing records present a real prob 
lem in the case of Albert “Frenchy” 
Belanger vs. Steve Rocco. 

Seven years ago Belanger and Rocco 
then both aged 15, made their first 
fistic debuts as amateurs by whacking 
each other over the ring in the old 
Star Theatre at Toronto. 

The fight, incidentally, started that 
city off to its present position as the 
leading flyweight centre on the con 
tinent, or it got that way mainly due 
to the battle for supremacy between 


these two game little tomtits, now 
aged 22. 
The way these youngsters, one 


French-Canadian and the other Ital 
jan, can mix it up is nobody's busi 
ness, | 

They're a great pair, French and 
Steve, and the wise boys are saying 
that one or the other is headed to the 
world’s championship, if the latter can 
ever be a matter of agreement.
